S.R.O. 2817.—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 23 of the Sea 
Customs Act, 1878 (6 of 187H), as in force in India and as applied lo the State of 
Pondicherry, the Centra] Government hereby makes the following amendment in 
the notification of the Governmt nt of Tndia in the Mini irv of Finance (Department 
of Revenue) No 119-Customs dated the 1st December, 1956:— 

In the said notification, for the entries against serial Nos. 1 and .'i in the 
Schedule thereto, the following shall be substituted, namely. - 

"t. Articles falling under Item No. 72 of the First Schedule 5 pit cent, 
to the Indian Tariff Act, 1924 (32 of 1934) except— ad valorem.'’ 

(1 ) belting; 

(ii) flour mill machinery; and 
(ill) rice-mill machinery. 

"3. Articles failing under Item No, 72 (3) of the First 5 per cent. 

Schedule to the Indian Tariff Act, 1934 (32 of 1934) ad valorem " 

except— 

(i) tin rollers and steel belt fasteners; 

(li) component, parts of flour-mill machinery and rice-mill 
machinery; 

(ill) component, parts of textile machinery and apparatus 

falling under Item No. 72(1) of the said Schedule, and 
(iv) component parts of printing and lithographic material 
falling under Item No. 72(2) of the said Schedule

S.R.O. 2918.—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 23 of the Sea 
Customs Act, 1878 (8 of 1878), as in force in India and as applied to the S^ite of 
Pondicherry, the Central Government hereby makes the following amendment in 
the notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of Finance (Deportment 
of Revenue) No. 120-Customs, dated the 1st December, 1956, namely:— 

In Serial No. 2 of the Schedule attached to the said notification, for the words, 
"other than frames, petrol tanks, silencers and pistons", the words "other than 
frames, petrol tanks, silencers, pistons and saddles” shall be substituted.
